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The ink jet head is operated by electrical signal corresp. to image signal. The printing version material 
has a photo-polymer layer and a texture ink which controls photosensitivity of photo-polymer layer. The 
plate is exposed and a relief image is developed.

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To contrive speedier printing, by operating an 
ink jet head according to an electrical signal 
corresponding to an image signal, thereby forming an ink 
image on a printing plate material having a 
photosensitive resin layer which ink image has an afreet 
on the photosensitivity of the resin layer, exposing the 
ink image to light, and developing the image, as required. 

CONSTITUTION: An image constituted of an Ink 
containing a component having an effect on the 
photosensitivity of a photosensitive resin layer of a 
arbitrary printing plate material Is formed on the 
printing plate material by an ink jet system, the Ink 



image thus formed is exposed to light, and is developed, 
as required. For example, where the resin layer formes a 
insoluble film through cross! in king hardening when being 
exposed to light, the ink is so selected as to absorb or 
reflect the light, thereby hindering imagewise the 
crossOnking hardening of the resin layer under the 
light. The component having such an action is, for 
example, a light-absoring coloring matter such as a 
black pigment, a light-reflecting material such as a 
white pigment, or a light-absorbing material such as a 
UV absorber. The concentration of such a material in the 
ink is 0.5W20wt%. By this method, speedier printing can 
be contrived. 
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
